Titantic Disaster 
22 Years Ago Today

NEW YORK, April 14.—Twenty- 
wo years ago tonight the then little 
nown wireless serft to a shocked 
•orld the first news of one of the 
reatest disasters of modern times— 
he sinking of the S. S. Titanic. 
The Titanic, mightiest vessel of 
er day, crashed into an iceberg off 
ic Grand Banks on her maiden 
oyage across the Atlantic and went 


down soon afterward with a loss of 
life of 1,635. 


The 
survivors, 705, consisting 


chiefly 
of women and children, 


drifted about for hours in sixteen 
life-boats before they were picked 
up by the Liner Carpathia and 
brought to New York. 


The radio operator of the Titantie 


was the first person ever to flash an 
SOS through the ether from a sink- 
ing vessel.

WARSAW, Ind., Apr. 14.— John 


Dillinger, America's No. 1 public 
enemy, was : still at large today in 
spite of blockaded roads and heavily 
armed police squads dispatched to 
hunt down the desperado following 
his raid on the police station here. 


Twenty-four hours of searching 


convicted state police that Dillinger 
and his companion in the 
raid, 


identified as Homer Van Meter, an 
escaped convict, had outwitted the 
pursuers and vanished from this 
vicinity. 


Dillinger's bold foray for machine 


guns and other armament netted 
him and his companion three bul- 
let-proof vests and two revolvers. 
The escapade left Policeman Judd 
Pittenger with a severe headache, 
the result of a beating administered 
by the two gangsters.

subsequent manhunt Frank Logan, 
an Etna Green (Ind.) farmer, is 
near death.

Gleason, Jr., four-year-old, son, 


and Betty, two, were the victims of 
the shooting attack. The girl died 
instantly . Gleason, Jr., died two 
hours after being received at the 
hospital. 


Police said Roupe's wife Mabel, 25, 


left their home Thursday, presum- 
ably after a quarrel. The father of 
the children failed to go to work 
Thursday night as there was no one 
to care for the babies. 


Authorities say they had been un- 


able to reach Mrs. Roupe to inform 
her of the tragedy. 


Makes Discovery. 


A brother, Mcrl Roupe, went to 


the Roupe home to see why his 
brother had not reported for work. 
Entering the darkened home he was 
unable to find anyone on the first 
floor. As he was about to leave, 
he heard groans coming from the 
second floor. Investigating he dis- 
covered the tragedy—the three bodies 
lying on a blcod soaked bed. 


Each was shot through the center 


of the forehead and a rifle clutched 
in the hands of the parent told the 
gruesome story. 


Neighbors told police they had no 


knowledge of any domestic quarrel 
in the Roupe home and no one was 
able to advance a reason for Mrs. 
Roupe's leaving her husband and 
the children.

Poor Mr. Hoover was given 
the blame for the depression Just as 
was Mr. Cleveland in 1893. Neither 
one of them caused the depressions 
just as no president can be given 
credit for a return of prosperity. 


Credit And Criticism 


"There have been things done in 


Washington that were inevitable, 
but there have been many things 
done that were not inevitable and 
should not have been done. Among 
those things which were inevitable 
and which I cheerfully give all the 
•credit due, was first, the appropria- 
tions to relieve human suffering. It 
was no time to haggle over methods. 
People were suffering and their suf- 
fering had to be alleviated. 
The 


cost will be huge but when the 
money is for starving people, we 
cannot afford to think of the cost." 


Another appropriation that was 


necessary and to which I gave credit 
was the appropriation for the carry- 
ing on of educational work. We can- 
not afford to close our schools." 


Ridiculous Spending 


As to the balance of the spending 


much of it was ridiculous. We ap- 
propriated $20,000,000 for an Irriga- 
tion project in Wyoming, the net re- 
sult of which will be to increase the 
number of farms at a time when 
we are paying farmers to plow up 
their land. TMe same is true in Ar- 
izana and Utah and other western 
states.

Senator Reed then went Into the

All the sen- 
ate Increases were aimed at "big 
fellows" or giant corporations. 


Administration Loses 


The administration suffered three 
major defeats during senate con- 
sideration of the bill. First, the 
senate approved the Couzens super- 
income tax, a levy of ten per cent 
additional on all Income taxes com- 
puted under the new rates. Next, 
the senate defied President Roose- 
velt by' imposing a three cents a 
pound tax on the processing of Im- 
ported vegetable oils and copra, 
after the executive requisted an ex- 
planation for Philippine Imports. 
Third, it approved the Laffollette 
amendment, forcing complete pub- 
licity of all 'income tax. returns. 
The Lafollette publicity plan un- 


doubtedly will be modified in con- 
ference. 
It would make Income 


tax returns a matter of public rec- 
ord, subject to complete examina- 
tion and inspection by any crit- 
icizen. The compromise may force 
publication by internal revenue col- 
lectors of the names of taxpayers, 
paying more ttian $1,000 of incomes 
taxes, and the exact amount paid.

$263,000,000 increased taxation ap- 
proved by the house. All the sen- 
ate increases were aimed at "big 
fellows" or giant corporations. 


Administration Loses 


The administration suffered three 


major defeats during senate con- 
sideration of the bill. First, the 
senate approved the Couzens super- 
income tax, a levy of ten per cent 
additional on all Income taxes com- 
puted under the new rates. Next, 
the senate defied President Roose- 
velt by' imposing a three cents a 
pound tax on the processing of im- 
ported vegetable oils and copra, 
after the executive requisted an ex- 
planation for Philippine Imports. 
Third, it approved the Laffollette 
amendment, forcing complete pub- 
licity of all 'income tax. returns. 


The Lafollette publicity plan un- 


doubtedly will be modified in con- 
ference. 
It would make income 
tax returns a matter of public rec- 
ord, subject to complete examina- 
tion and inspection by any crit- 
icizen. The compromise may force 
publication by internal revenue col- 
lectors of the names of taxpayers, 
paying more than $1,000 of incomes 
taxes, and the exact amount paid.

THREE SUSPECTS 
UNDER INDICTMENT

MT. HOLLY, N. J., April 14. 
A tale of tireless and brilliant 
sleuthing that would have done 
credit to A. Conan Doyle, crea­ 
tor of the fictional Sherlock 
Holmes, was climaxed in real 
life here today when Ellis Park­ 
er, grfsled chief of Burlington 
county detectives, declared that 
the sensational murder of Brad­ 
way Brown more than a year 
ago has been solved. 
The arrest and Indictment of 
three men ended a painstaking sec­ 
ret investigation that began on Jan­ 
uary 13, 1933, when Brown, young 
and wealthy printing company ex­ 
ecutive, wras found shot to death in 
front of the telephone of his home 
near Palmyra, N. J. 
Hold Three Suspects 
The suspects are in separate jails 
—one in Mt. Holly, another in New 
York and a third in Eastern State 
Penitentiary, Philadelphia. 
Edward Adamsky, 28, is the pris­ 
oner here. 
In Philadelphia Adam 
Ssewczak is imprisoned in connec­ 
tion with a $125,000 bond robbery 
charge, as well as the murder accu­ 
sation, captured in the Bronx, Solo­ 
mon Lutz, a barber, is confined in 
Tombs prison, New York. 
The three suspects were secretly 
indicted here a few days ago. The 
White-Crest Parker charged that 
Adamsky 
and 
Szewczak actually 
committed the murder. In the in­ 
dictment they are directly accused 
of the killing. Lutz is named in a 
third true bill as an accessory be­ 
fore and after the fact.

3olve all our problems. Not so. Gov­ 
ernment can often spoil things but 
it cannot manufacture industries or 
bring happiness or contentment in 
itself. Poor Mr. Hoover was given 
the blame for the depression just as 
was Mr. Cleveland in 1893. Neither 
one of them caused the depressions 
just as no president can be given 
credit for a return of prosperity. 
Credit And Criticism 
“There have been things done in 
Washington that were inevitable, 
but there have been many things 
done that were not inevitable and 
should not have been done. Among 
those things which were inevitable 
and which I cheerfully give all the 
credit due, was first, the appropria­ 
tions to relieve human suffering. It 
was no time to haggle over methods. 
People were suffering and their suf­ 
fering had to be alleviated. 
The 
cost will be huge 
but 
when 
the 
money is for starving people, 
we 
cannot afford to think of the cost.” 
Another appropriation that was 
necessary and to which I gave credit 
was the appropriation for the carry­ 
ing on of educational work. We can­ 
not afford to close our schools.” 
Ridiculous Spending 
As to the balance of the spending 
much of it was ridiculous. We ap­ 
propriated $20,000,000 for an irriga­ 
tion project in Wyoming, the net re­ 
sult of which will be to increase the 
number of farms at a time when 
we are paying farmers to plow up 
their land. TMe same is true in Ar- 
izana and Utah and other western 
states. Some of the remedies which 
have been handed down by the pro­ 
fessors have been actually fantas­ 
tic.” 
“For example. We appropriated 
$40,000,000 with which to purchase 
cotton seed for the farmers of the 
South. Nature was kind, there was 
more sim and rain and it became 
apparent that we would have an ov­ 
er abundance of cotton. So we ap­ 
propriated $120,000,000 to pay the 
farmers for plowing up 25 per cent 
of their land. In spite of this, due 
to favorable conditions there was as 
much cotton raised on the 75 per 
cent acreage as had been raised the 
year before on the entire acreage. 
All we accomplished was to get the 
same cotton yield and have India 
increase her acreage 1,000,000 acres. 
Even the professors could see that 
this was wrong and so they gave us 
some more experiments.” 
“Young Man From Iowa” 
Then we passed the A. A. A. act 
at a time when Congress was de­ 
moralized and they could have pass­ 
ed Mother Goose if the president 
had asked for it. This bill gives the 
young man from Iowa who is the 
secretary of agriculture powers un­ 
heard of before. 
“It permits him to tax about a 
dozen commodities 
whenever 
he 
pleases, for as long as he pleases 
and at whatever rate of tax he cares 
to set up. Everytime you use a pa­ 
per towel you are paying a tax to 
aid in meeting the competition of 
the cotton farmer. The same with a 
paper napkin. When a fanner sacks 
iis potatoes in jute sacks he is pay­ 
ing a tax to aid the cotton farmer 
and yet no American farmer ever 
sacked potatoes in a cotton sack.” 
Back in 1776 we had a Revolution 
because George HI taxed us with 
out representation. Today we permit 
a man to do the same thing and we 
call it progress.” 
Huge Daily Deficit 
Senator Reed then went into the 
various other alphabetic organiza- 
ions of government, pointed out the 
collapse of the bond'market because 
of the Securities Act and said that 
no industry had been able to float 
bonds since, in spite of banks cram­ 
med with money waiting for invest­ 
ment. The daily deficit of $2?,000,- 
000 which we axe piling up would 
certainly lead to paper money stan­ 
dards unless it was curbed he said. 
In closing Senator Reed said, “In 
spite of all these things I am still 
an optimist. The New York Times 
Analyst shows that in the past two 
years Great Britain has recovered 
84 per cent and America has recov­ 
ered but thirty per cent in spite of 
;he new deal and the millions we 
have spent in putting it through.” 
World On Upgrade 
“However I am convinced that the 
world is on the upgrade and we are 
headed towards a better than av­ 


erage prosperity. In closing let me 
say that no matter the result in 
the election I shall always be grate­ 
ful to the people of my state for 
permitting me to serve them in the 
United States Senate.” 
Senator Reed was introduced by 
Attorney John P. Lockhart who is 
heading his committee here. At the

while coursing through his body, from negative to positive, 
flows the greatest force known to mankind today. 


Some call it white coal; some call it a natural phenomenon; 


others call it indefinable force. 


Call it what one will, it is the thing today which hurls voices 


and music around the world; which turns the motors of the in- 
dustries which have made American a great nation; pulls long 
trains of cars laden with human freight and valuable merchan- 
dise; lights the greatest city and the smallest hamlet. 


It is tfie thing which is taking drudgery out of the house- 


wife's daily tasks. 
It is the thing which enables science to see 


the inside of the human body and other matter. 
It is the pow- 


er which courses through the veins of the world today, every bit 
as necessary as the red blood which flows through the circula- 
tory system of the human body. 


No one catastrophe could befall the world today which 


would be more paralyzing or more devastating in its effect than 
the sudden loss of the natural phenomenon called electricity. 
Man can hardly conceive of modern civilization continuing with- 
out this benevolent force. 


CONQUERING FOG 


Fog, that ancient enemy of ocean navigation and a no less peril to 


modern air travel, seems to have been conquered in one sphere and to 
be well on the way to being eliminated in the other. 


Captain Flavel M. Williams, master mariner, explorer and inventor 


of the fog camera, s;iys the usefulness of the camera on sea has been fully 
tested and demonstrated and that its development in a revised form for 
use on aircraft is imminent. 


His statement was made in connection with the presentation to 


him of a special gold medal of the American Museum of Safety in recog- 
nition of his invention of the camera. 


According to Commodore Randall, captain of the steamship Man- 


hattan and former master of the Leviathan, the camera, which makes 
use of infra-red rays, is "one of the greatest aids ever given navigation." 
He based his observation on the results of the use, since early this year, 
of the fog camera on the Manhattan. 
As an illustration of its value, 


he cited an incident off the coast of Plymouth, England. When a thick 
haze reduced visibility to a mile: and a half, he said a.photograph taken 
by the camera at a distance of three miles showed clearly the salient 
features of the shore. 


If the camera can be made as useful aboard airships as on steam- 


ers, it will mean the introduction of a new and valuable safety device in 
nvlution. 


FARM NO PLACE FOR FAILURES 


A comparatively recent public utterance by Henry Ford, advised men 


who hnvent the skill to work with machinery to go back to the farm— 
or words to that effect. 


But anyone joins the list of misinformed, misguided persons, who 


seem to feel that a farm can be run by most anyone. 
Such is decidedly 


not the case. 


This .strange belief never was true; and right at the present time, it 


is further removed from the truth than ever before. 


Successful farming is calling more and more for special intelligence 


and special aptitude for such endeavors. 
And it is extremely difficult 


to sec how a man incapable of acquiring and applying the relatively lim- 
ited knowledge and skill needed on the assembly line in an automobile 
factory will ever learn to do successfully the myriad tasks required of a 
successful farmer. 


It is granted, of course, that a man who fails in one line of human 


endeavor may come back to make a great success doing something else. 


But this idea that failures in other lines should be dumped into agri- 


culture—where all will be successful—is 100 per cent, wrong. 
Those who 


think it can be done should give it a whirl themselves on the farm, and 
discover for themselves that plenty o£ other equipment besides a strong 
mind and a weak back are required to make a good farmer. 


MENACE OF COLDS 


Spring's other annoyances und discomforts could be put 
up with 


gracefully were it not for those common ailments of grip and colds which 
arc most prevalent in spring. 
No matter how often a person has been 


afflicted with these maladies a. new attack lays him low in body and 
spirit. 


Absences from work on account of these common ailments are a se- 


vere blow to industry and business. 
Claims against benefit associations 


because of influenza or grip make up 20 per cent of the total compensa- 
tion paid by these associations. 


If people could only avoid getting these diseases they would save 


themselves discomfort, doctors' bills, loss of wages and danger of serious 
illness. 
But try as one may, it seems impossible to escape at least one 


attack a season. 


People who get plenty of fresh air, who ventilate their homes 


thoroughly, who avoid drafts and wet feet, and who are careful to take a 
good amount of exercise are the ones least afflicted. 
Fresh air is a won- 


derful medicine.

Why do not all birds come to 
us at the same time? Many of our 
birds come in March and April, but 
we wonder why the thrushes and 
tl;e finches postpone their visit until 
May as they are all relative birds.

No one catastrophe could befall the world today which 


would be more paralyzing or more devastating in its effect than 
the sudden loss of the natural phenomenon called electricity. 
Man can hardly conceive of modern civilization continuing with- 
out this benevolent force. 


CONQUERING FOG 


Fog, that ancient enemy of ocean navigation and a no less peril to 


modern air travel, seems to have been conquered in one sphere and to 
be well on the way to being eliminated in-the other. 


Captain Havel M. Williams, master mariner, explorer and Inventor 


of the fog camera, says the usefulness of the camera on sea has been fully 
tested and demonstrated and that its development in a revised form for 
use on aircraft is imminent. 


His statement was made in connection, with the presentation to 


him of a special gold medal of the American Museum of Safety in recog- 
nition of his invention of the camera. 


According to Commodore Randall, captain of the steamship Man- 


hattan and former master of the Leviathan, the camera, which makes 
use of Infra-red rays, is "one of the greatest aids ever given, navigation." 
He based his observation on the results of the use, since early this year, 
of the fog camera on the Manhattan. As an illustration of its value, 
he cited an incident off the coast of Plymouth, England. When a thick 
haze reduced visibility to a mile and & half, he said a .photograph taken 
by the camera at a distance of three miles showed clearly the salient 
features of the shore. 


If the camera can be made as useful aboard airships as on steam- 


ers, it will mean the introduction of a new and valuable safety device in 
aviation. 


FARM NO PLACE FOR FAILURES 


A comparatively recent public utterance by Henry Ford, advised men 


who havent the skill to work with machinery to go back to the farm— 
or words to that effect. 


But anyone Joins the list of misinformed, misguided' persons, who 


seem to feel that a farm can be run by most anyone. 
Such is decidedly 


not the case. 


This strange belief never was true; and right at the present time, it 


is further removed from the truth than ever before. 


Successful farming is calling more and more for special intelligence 


and special aptitude for such endeavors. 
And it is extremely difficult 


to see how a man incapable of acquiring and applying the relatively lim- 
ited knowledge and skill needed on the assembly line in an automobile 
factory will ever learn to do successfully the myriad tasks required of a 
successful farmer. 


It is granted, of course, that a man who fails in one line of human 


endeavor may come back to make a great success doing something else. 


But this idea that failm-es in other lines should be dumped into agri- 


culture—where all will be successful—is 100 per cent, wrong. 
Those who 


think it can be done should give it a whirl themselves on the farm, and 
discover for themselves that plenty of other equipment besides a strong 
mind and a weak back are required to make a good farmer. 


MENACE OF COLDS 


Spring's other annoyances and discomforts could be put up with 


gracefully were it not for those common ailments of grip and colds which 
are most prevalent in spring. 
No matter how often a person has been 


afflicted with these maladies a new attack lays him low in body and 
spirit. 


Absences from work on account of these common ailments are a se- 


vere blow to industry and business. 
Claims against benefit associations 


because of influenza or grip make up 20 per cent of the total compensa- 
tion paid by these associations. 


If people could only avoid getting these diseases they would save 


themselves discomfort, doctors' bills, loss of wages and danger of serious 
illness. 
But try as one may, it seems impossible to escape at least one 


attack a season. 


People who get plenty of fresh air, who ventilate their homes 


thoroughly, who avoid drafts and wet feet, and who are careful to take a 
good amount of exercise are the ones least afflicted. 
Fresh air is a won- 


derful medicine.

Back comes Senator La Follette with his scheme of magnificent pro- 


portions for scattering Uncle Sam's billions. 
Heretofore he has advo-

That sort of thing may be popular out in Wisconsin—which doesn't 


furnish much income to the Government anyhow—but just how does the 
individual who is the victim of income-tax exactions feel about it?

CONQUERING FOG 


Fog, that ancient enemy of ocean navigation and a no less peril to 
modern air travel, seems to have been conquered in one sphere and to 
be well on the way to being eliminated in the other. 
Captain Flavel M. Williams, master mariner, explorer and inventor 
of the fog camera, says the usefulness of the camera on sea has been fully 
tested and demonstrated and th at its development in a revised form for 
use on aircraft is imminent. 
His statem ent was made in connection with the presentation to 
him of a special gold medal of the American Museum of Safety in recog­ 
nition of his invention of the camera. 
According to Commodore Randall, captain of the steamship Man­ 
hattan and former master of the Leviathan, the camera, which makes 
use of infra-red rays, is “one of the greatest aids ever given navigation.” 
He based his observation on the results of the use, since early this year, 
of the fog camera on the M anhattan. 
As an illustration of its value, 
he cited an incident off the coast of Plymouth, England. When a thick 
haze reduced visibility to a mile and a half, he said a photograph taken 
by the camera at a distance of three miles showed clearly the salient 
features of the shore. 
If the camera can be made as useful aboard airships as cm steam­ 
ers, it will mean the introduction of a new and valuable safety device in 
aviation.

ind and a weak back are required to make a good farmer.

Political Issue 


Secondly, withdrawal of the ma- 


rines has long been a political issue 
and it is believed the opposition 
factions in Haiti, although most of 
them are known privately to favor 
the presence of the leathernecks, 
would immediately utilize any such 
suggestion by President Vincent as

WHO’S CHAMPION 
TROUT CATCHER? 


There’s an old sayin’ that the 
proof of the cooking Is in the eatin’ 
and one proof of the stockin’ of fish 
is in the catchin’ so folk, who go 
forth Monday to fish for wary trout 
have a chance to show they not only 
caught trout but can name the size 
of their largest trout. 
The legal size is six inches and the 
number of trout that can be taken 
in one day is 20, according to the 
veteran fisherman, Alderman O. H. 
P. Green. 
Every year the Lawrence County 
Sportsmen’s association of which ¡ 
Andy Dodds is the head, persuades j 
the state commission to ship fish j 
here. 
They are placed in local 


streams and anglers spend 
days enjoying themselves. 
During the past few weeks there 
has been considerable stocking in all 
the streams except the Slippery 
Rock creek and it is hoped to show 
that the fish will live and in propa­ 
gate other streams.

WASHINGTON, April 14—An all 


time peak in the number of unem- 
ployed on relief rolls was reached 
on April 
1, despite employment 


gains of the last year, relief admin- 
istrator Harry L. Hopkins said to- 
day. 


Families on relief April 1. num- 


bered 4,700,000, compared with 4.- 
600,000 at the peak of last year Hop- 
kins stated. Ht attributed the un- 
precedented number to the exhaus- 
tion of family reserves, throwing on 
relief additional families who have 
never before applied for aid. 


Trend Is Upward 


Hopkins emphasized that this in- 


crease in the face of indisputable 
gains in employment. He issued pre- 
liminary reports for 140 cities show- 
ing that the trend Oa relief from 
February, 1934, to March 1934, was 
upward 13 percent and that expen- 
ditures for relief from 
all public 


funds increased 20 percent in this 
time. 


The principal cause of the rise in 


relief rolls in March, he said, was 
the continuous reduction in the 
reduction in the number of employ- 
es on civil works projects, many of 
whom transferred to relief rolls af- 
terwards. 


Civil 
works employes 
dropped 


from a peak of more than four mil- 
lion in mid-January to slightly un- 
der two million on March 31, when 
the civil works program ended.
